Dear Governor Adams: 


This is to acknowledge a list of names and certain allegations 
which your office received from the Hoover Commission and which you 
turned over to this Agency on 2 June 1955. (Tab A) 


This list appears to be similar to a list of names received 
from Senator MeCarthy on 17 March 1953 (Tad B), and a list received 
from the Clark Committees on 25 March 1955 (Teb C). Same of these names 
also appeared in a list received by this Agency from the Federal Bureau 
ef Investigation on 13 May 1955 (page 3, paragraph h), which had in turn 
received the list from General Clark. The list of 2 June 1955 (Tab A) 
included, in part, definite allegations, and it is noted that the allega- 
tions concern security type information in five instances » allegations 
of “administrative conduct" in six instances, and eight names without 
any allegations or other descriptive data. 


As I have advised you orally this Agency has made repeated 
attempta to ctitain definite information whenever allegations have been 
made against our employees and has expressed the desire to fully investi- 
gate and resolve any case in which the security or integrity of an employee 
of this Agency is challenged. 


The record in this regard is as follows: 


a. On 17 March 1953 1 received an informal list (Tab B) 
from Senator McCarthy. 6ix individuals named on this list were 
not employees of CIA. 


Action taken: Security investigation and research 
revealed no substance to the allegations pertaining 
to employees of this Agency. Swusary of the results 
of the investigation are attached as Tab D.

bh. On 12 Mey 1955, the Federal Bureau of Investigation received 
from Generel Clark a list of nomes vith a request that an PBI invastige- 
tion be made on each individual. A copy of thie list wee made available 
to thia Ageoty. 


Action taken: This Agency immediately advised the Federai 
Bureau of Investigation that it would cooperate fully in 
whatever investigation the Bureau aight conduct, even though 
no allegations vere made to the FBI against the individuals 
samed in this iiet. The FBI specifically requested General 
Clark to maxe avaliable any allegations in arder thst the 
FBI eight te justified tn undertazing investigative action. 
Tnagmuch as no euch allegations were furnished, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, 1 understend, informed Generel Clarx 
af the techaical difficulties inveived, after which General 
Clark is reported to have vithdrawn his request. 


i. On 2 June 1955, the attached i1at (Tab 4) wae made available. 
Trig commotieation is predicated on that list. 


Attached hereto as fab J is a sumeary of the current icforwetion in CIA 
files concerniag each employes in the list of 2 June 1955 (fat A). It will te 
noted that certain of these persons have never been employed by this Agency, and 


others so cased bave previgusly left our employmest. 


I as forwarding @ copy of this entire senorandum to the Attorney General 


and to the Federal Bureau of Investigation with a request that investigative 


eaetion be takes in any ease where the asture of the allegation verrants investi- 


gative action under the provisions of Rwecutive Order 10450. The following
